A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Harris et al, US 
Patent No. 6,164,531. 

Harris et al disclose a user interface card for use with a device comprising: a user 
interface card 300 which includes a keypad 302, and an identity circuit 304, such as a subscriber 
identity module (SIM) of the type used in GSM systems, mounted in a card body 301 ; an 
electrical connector 522 on the body 310, the electrical connector 522 associated with the 
identity circuit 304 is positioned to abut with electrical connector, or card reader, 313 when the 
user interface card 300 is inserted into communication device 100; mechanical means for 
inserting and holding the card into the communication device, (see figs. 1-5; col. 5, line 8+).
